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Remarks 

The examiner has indicated that claims 1,11, and 21 are objected to for informalities, but 
would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections. The examiner further 
indicated that claims 2-10, and 13-20 would be allowable if rewritten of overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C§1 12, second paragraph. 

In response, applicants have rewritten claims 1-29, 32 and 35 to comply with die 
examiners objections and overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C§1 12. It is believed that 
the current claims arc in condition for allowance. Applicants have also submitted an 
information disclosure statement in accordance with the examiner's suggestion. 

For the foregoing reasons, and in light of the amendments made herein, applicants 
respectfully request that the examiner withdraw the rejections to the claims under 35 USC 
§112, second paragraph, and allow claims 1-35 as amended, and pass the present application 
to issue.
